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CASH-AND-CARRY MILK AT 
10 CENTS A QUART IS ASKED 


Committee of Consumers Proposes 
Plan to Be Adopted at Stores 
and Dairy Branches. 

A cash-and-carry price of 10 cents 
a quart for milk sold by the large 
local dairies, or distributing firms, 
at their main and branch stores, was 
requested today by the recently ap- 
pointed Milk Committee, at a meet- 
ing in the office of the Director of 
Public Welfare. 

In case the price is adopted, a bot- 
tle charge of 5 cents will be made. 
the 5 cents to be returned when the 
bottle is returned. This will protect 
the dealers against loss of bottles. 
The present charge for milk deliv- 
ered to homes is 14 cents a quart. 
with no charge for lost bottles. 

R. L. Kayser, manager of the St. 


Douis Dairy Co., said he would put. 


the matter up to the proprietors of 
the “Big Four,” the largest distrib- 
uting firms, mamely the St. Louis 
Union, Pevely and Grafeman compa- 
nies. He said he could see little 
chance for profit to the dealers at the 
price proposed. 

Director Schmoll said he would ask 
the smaller and independent distrib- 
uting firms to make the same price. 
This price will also prevail at the 
stations of the Pure Milk Com mis- 
s‘on, to which a new station. at Third 
and Victor streets, has now been 
udded. 

A representative of the Retail 
Grocers’ Association, who was pres- 
ent, was asked whether the grocers 
would permit their stores to be used 
as milk stations in some districts 
where the dairy company offices and 
the Milk Commission's stations are 
not within reach.

They 
have a little apparatus’ that looks 
like a small iron cart with two 
wheels. I don't know whether they 
stand on this or not, but chains, 
iron rings and straps are fastened 
to their ankles and wrists. Their 
helmets look like an old woman's 
sunbonnet, covering the back of the 
neck, and they are not bullet proof, 
either. A 30-30 tears an awful hole 
in them. 

“In one of our fights four ma- 
rines of the Forty-seventh Company 
volunteered to help another com- 
pany surrounded by the Germans.

ORDER CANS AND JARS NOW 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—House- 
keepers who have not laid in their 
canning supplies should do so at 
once, advises the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Reports 
from the states show that already 
some sections of the country are.

ers for home canning. 

The shortage of tin cans, glass jars 
and rubbers, coupled. with delayed 
express shipments, make it impera- 
tive to place orders for supplies im- 
mediately if the needs of the next 
two months are to be met.

‘equipment or the ordering of sup- 
| plies should apply at once to their lo- 
cal home demonstration agent, the 
leader of boys’ and girls’ club work 
or the county agricultural agent.

- Children’s Industrial Farm. 
Po the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Children’s Industrial Farm at Eu- 
reka, Mo., is not so well-known as it de- 
serves to be. A visit to this most excel- 
lent enterprise would be a big surprise to 
many St. Louisans. It is situated three 
miles north of Eureka, with a fine auto- 
mobile road leading to it, and occupies 82 
acres of land, with 39 buildings, three 
springs, swimming pool, grove and cam- 
pus. One hundred and eighty-six children 
are taken out from St. Louis every two 
weeks during the season, from June 15 to 
Aug. 31. Every creed and nationality is 
welcomed. 

There is consumed at an average meal 
600 biscuits, 15 gallons of soup, 70 pounds 
of meat, 10 gallons rolled oats, 10 gallons 
coffee, 10 gallons cocoa, 12 gallons milk, 
nine gallons vegetables, nine gallons fruit. 
Each day the children eat 120 large loaves 
of bread and three bushels of potatoes. 

A pretty and inspiring sight is witnessed 
at each meal, when the children stand at 
the entrance to the dining hall, and re- 
cite the American: creed, then march in, 
two by two; saluting the Stars and Stripes. 
After supper the children scatter on the 
campus in groups of 10 or 12, and seated 
on the ground in a circle with a young 
lady, telling them stories until dark. Then 
a short entertainment is given in gh 
sembly Hall, after which the boys ad 
girls skip off to their cottages. The cot- 
tage in which the children are all in bed 
with lights out first, receives next morn- 
ing a pennant, which floats from their 
cottage during the ensuing day. Naturally 
there is considerable rivalry for this hon- 
or. Breakfast is served at 6:30 o'clock, 
dinner at noon, and supper at 6 o'clock. 

Since starting this splendid enterprise 20 
years ago, they have given a two weeks’ 
outing to over 10,000 deserving poor chil- 
dren, from 6 to 11 years of age.

EXIT LENINE AND TROTSEY 
If Lenine and Trotsky have actually had to flee 
for their lives, after being in power since Noy. 
10! 1917, it will surprise no student of history. In 
the French revolution, the three chief actors in 
the Reign of Terror—Danton, Marat and Robes- 
pierre—only lasted about as long as have Lenine 
and Trotsky, attaining the height of their power 
ijt| in 1793, and being either executed or assassinated 
in 1794. 
The two Russian adventurers could have reached 
the high positions they achieved only by tak- 
ing advantage of the conditions that prevailed in 
Russia when Kerensky was ready to fall. Keren- 
sky was too weak for a revolutionary leader. 
Having consented to the abolishment of the death 
penalty for army deserters and the practical de- 
struction of discipline, he frantically tried to 
undo ischief in July, 1917, when the armies 
were beginning to melt away under the influence 
of German propaganda and his own Government's 
mismanagement. 
But in accepting Trotsky and Lenine for Keren- 
sky, Russia fell to the lowest degree of national 
imbecility. With the world on fire, a couple of ad- 
venturers, the carrying out of whose schemes 
meant the dismemberment and ruin of Russia, were 
put in supreme authority. Instead of keeping up 
the fight against the common foe, the Russian peo- 
ple have been plunged into civil war. And their 
hew leaders have neither been able to give them 
bread nor peace, to say nothing of self-respect as 
a nation. 
Freed from the incubus of these tools of Ger- 
many, Russia can once more emerge into the light 
of real democracy. Russians who stand for con- 
stitutional methods and the rule of the people can

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OUR PERIODIC DROUTHS. 

The scarcity and dearness of vegetables in the 
markets brings the attention of the people of the 
city to the fact that a drouth is wasting the coun- 
try.

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A VANISHING ILLUSION. 
Not everybody in Germany is walking in dark- 
ness. There are people who have already begun 
to see the light that is reflected from Foch’s 
counter offensive, albeit they have as yet no in- 
fluence with the Government and the high com- 
mand. 
Inveighing agaimst the defeatism which is 
“rearing its head in Cologne, Dusseldorf and 
elsewhere, even in Essen,” the Cologne Volks 
Zeitung administers a scathing rebuke to those 
who are complaining: 


Another defeat for us. We shal] lose the 
war. We have nothing to eat, no clothes, no 
shoes. We shall starve and be utterly ruined. 


This is a remarkably clear statement of fact 
expressed in the fewest possible words. What 
these Germans are saying is true. They have-been 
beaten again. They will lose the war. They 
have nothing to eat, no clothes, no shoes. They 
will starve and be utterly ruined if this insensate 
struggle is continued much longer by their mas- 
ters. That is inevitable. 

Whatever privations had to be borne, the fact 
remained that the initiative still rested with the 
German General Staff, that the war was being 
fought in foreign territory and that the German 
armies were unbeaten, if not unbeatable. To any- 
body acquainted with the German ‘character, it 
has long been evident that the German people 
would hold as long as the German armies hold, 
and that the German morale would not begin to 
break until the German troops were everywhere 
fighting on the defensive. 

Nobody knows this better than the German 
high command, and this explains the extraordi- 
nary measures that have been taken to minimize 
the successive defeats of the Marne salient and in 
Picardy. The moment the German people have 
lost the illusion of a victorious army the Imperial 
Government will have quite a different situation 
to meet at home. That illusion is already be 
ginning to fade. 


Whether such bickerings are going on or not, 
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German defeats are always turned into victories 
—in the Berlin official reports.

P'T OF AGRICULTURE 


CABBAGE. 


ELECT solid, well matured heads 
of cabbage, trim off all discol- 
ored outer leaves and injured por- 
tions, cut the heads in half and re- 
move the central stalks. Cut into 
slices one-third to five-eighths inch 
thick by means of a kraut cutter or 
a rotary slicer, separating any large, 
compact pieces with a knife or by 
passing them a second time through 
the slicer. Blanch three minutes in 
steam ina wire basket made to fit 
into a washboiler over boiling water, 
or by dipping for two minutes into 
boiling water. Spread as evenly as 
possible, about three-quarters inch 
deep, breaking up compact masses, 
and go over the trays occasionally 
during the first few hours of drying 
to separate thick clumps. 

Cabbage requires a considerable 
degree of watchfulness; the thick, 
fleshy midribs dry very much more 
slowly than the thin leaves, which 
are prone to become browned or 
scorched if overheated. Consequent- 
ly drying should be begun at 115 to 
120 degrees and the temperature 
should not be allowed to exceed 130 
degrees at any time. Continue the 
drying until no moisture can be 
crushed out of the larger pieces of 
midrib. 


CAULIFLOWER. 


O dry cauliflower, trim out all 

discolored portions and cut into 
cubes or oblong pieces not larger 
than three-quarter inch in thick- 
ness. Blanch five to six minutes 
in steam, as directed for cabbage, 
or four minutes in boiling water. 
Spread the pieces in a single layer 
on the trays and dry at the tempera- 
tures recommended for cabbage un- 
til no moisture can be pressed from 
crushed pieces. The discoloration 
which appears as the material! dries 
will largely or wholly disappear when 
the product is soaked preparatory to 
cooking.

GATHER SEED FOR 
NEXT YEAR NOW | 
HERE is another task besides | 
Er seed-sowing which may well | 
be undertaken in August— 
this August in particular, and con- 
tinued for as long as it is practical. 
This is seed-gathering. The Gov- 
ernment is urging that all gardeners 
save as much of their own seed as 
possible. 

Plants from which we intend to 
save seed should be marked with a 
bit of string or a label, and we should 
choose only perfectly healthy and 
the most productive plants for this 
purpose. 

Choose full, ripe ears of corn, strip 
off the husks, and hang them in a 
dry, airy place until thoroughly dry. 
Leave the kernels on the cob until 
planting time. Bean and pea plants 
may be pulled up when they have 
thoroughly matured their crop, and 
also hung in a dry, airy place until 
the pods are hard, when they may 
be shelled and spread out to dry. 
When dry they aré best stored in 
cloth bags carefully labeled. 

These bags may be either put into 
tin boxes or hung from the ceiling as. 
a precaution against mice. Seeding) 
lettuce is pulled up and the heads | 
put into paper bags until the seed is| 
dry enough to shake out.

HOW TO CLEAN NECKTIES.
